“The chemists who found other 
way s of maknig fats than by feed­ 
ing corn to hogs have also to find 
other way s of making over the 
corn, for many sorts of human 
consumption. 
Glucose and Ma- 
zola and corn flakes for men will 
have to take .part of the place of 
corn for hogs and cattle.

This man is one of the best wing shots in his district. The 
thing that makes him a good wing shot makes him a bad 
speller. 
Now, why can this man not spell? 
W hy can you not 
spell? 
Possibly, like Andrew Jackson, you think “it is a 
m ighty ignorant man that can’t spell a word more than one 
way." 
Bu t, in all probability, it is becau se when you "were in 
the first grades of school trying to learn to spell you had de­ 
fective eyesight.

A search through several states

Jernigan began an investigation, 
and at the same time notified City 
Marshal Tinsley, since the men| 
were supposed be - in Huntington ^ 
Beach. 
Tinsley and Ballard watched the 
post office at the Beach town, andj 
when Forth appeared, they arrest­ 
ed him. The officers wont to the 
tent where Allen lived, but only his | 
two room-mates were there. 


These were taken into custody, 
and held until they divulged the 
whereabouts of Allen. Ballard and 
Stanton went to the sands of the 
Beach, and soon captured 
Allen,

“A boy who has confessed did 
the killing, but he was hired by 
another man pretty well up in the 
town. 
He received $25 for the 
murder. 
“This other man is virtually 
free, and threatens us if 
we 
go 
back and tell what we know. If it 
weren’t for that we would willingly 
go back.”

Officers said they were inclined 
to discredit this story, since wit­ 
nesses cannot be extradited from 
this state.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 7.— 
Charges that because there is no 
Committee of Veterans’ Affairs in 
the house of representatives, the 
government is losing a great deal 
of money were made by Congress­ 
man Hamilton Fish, of New York, 
a member ol the American Legion, 
at a recent hearing when the an­ 
nual appropriations for the United 
States Veterans’ Bureau were be 
ing discussed. 
Mr. Fish stated that Congress 
is not devoting enough attention to 
the affairs of ex-service men and 
that a sub-committee gave only 
two days’ hearing to the Veterans’ 
Bureau, which spends approximate­ 
ly $500,000,000 a year, more money 
than is expended by the War or 
Navy Department. 
The American Legion is urging 
the creation of a Committee on 
Veterans’ 
Affairs because it be­ 
lieves that It is the only effective 
way in which to obtain adequate 
consideration of ex-service legis­ 
lation, according to John Thomas 
Taylor, vice-chairman of the Le­ 
gion’s national legislative commit­ 
tee.

Th ere is no gen­ 
eral ru le. 
Th e facts in each p ar­ 
ticu lar case control. 
Th e 
United 
States 
su p reme 
cou rt h as defined income wh ich 
sh ou ld h e followed by taxp ayers 
wh en th ey dou bt th eir own ju dg 
ment. 
It says: 
“Income may be 
defined as th e gain derived from 
cap ital, from labor or 
from 
both 
combined, p rovided th at it be u n­ 
derstood to inclu de p rofits gained 
th rou gh a sale or conversion of 
cap ital assets.”
